8. Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed over prior art. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The newly cited art of Bennett (US PGPUB 2004/0100949), Dillon et al (US 
PGPUB 2002/0073225), Neale et al (US PGPUB 2003/0123481), 3COM Corp. (Non- 
Patent Literature), and Conant (Non-Patent Literature) combined discloses 
communication systems whereby communication between network manager, client and 
server exists, wherein the network manager manages the communicated data-grams 
and the architecture utilize spoofing source addresses wherein replies/response to 
requests are re-routed to a different source IP address in further management of 
communicating service requests. 

The prior art fail to teach or suggest with respect to claim 1 and 7, a source 
device receiving from a network manager, a message for retrieving information, wherein 
the source sends a plurality of probe data-grams to IP devices, and each probe 
datagram contains, as source address, the IP address of the network manager, such 
that replies, if any, to said probe data-grams are sent back directly to the network 
manager by the IP network along the transmission path, bypassing source device, with 
respect to claim 14, a source device receiving from a computer system, a message for 
retrieving information, wherein the source sends a plurality of probe data-grams to IP 
devices, and each probe datagram contains, as source address, the IP address of the 
computer system, such that replies, if any, to said probe data-grams are sent back 
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directly to the computer system by the IP network along the transmission path, 
bypassing source device.
